This Life We Live 
By JAMES V. LATIMER 


One winter day I registered at a hotel in New York 
ity and within'an hour the manager called my room to 
ask if I found everything convenient and to my liking. He 
asked when I had left Shanghai and where my residence 
in the United States was to be. And that happened to 
me in a hotel of 2200 rooms and a constant flow of guests. 
He asked me further to stop in at his office when I, came 
down again. I did so, and marvelled at his capacity of 
understanding. He even knew the names of some of the 
hoteis I had used in the Far East, in India or in Europe. I 
n.arvelled at his ability to fit himself into the experiences 
I had enjoyed. He knew his business. That is what I am 
thinking of today. 

In a public address by a friend of mine he stated that 
recently he had been assured three times in a single day 
that the men he contacied knew their business. One was 
the attendant who backed his car out of a 
tight spot in a parking lot; one was a re- 
porter; and one was a boothlack who had 
given him a perfect shine. To the last one 
he said: “You surely know how to polish 
shoes’. The answer was, “I ought to, for 
that ic my business.’ The message that his 
recounting of these experiences brought to 
me is that each one of us has a place in 
life and a job to do, and to each of us comes 
the challenge to know our business. I would be no good 
at all sitting at the lintoype on which this talk is being set 
up, but I can punch a typewriter after a fashion. I am 
not very fast or accurate, and I marvel at the speed shown 
by some typists in offices I visit, who can almost type and 
talk at the same time. I cannot, because that is not my 
business. 


I am thinking of teachers and of administrators, of 
ministers and a multitude cf others who serve. Such lead- 
ers must undersiand. The teacher needs to know the 
parents as well as the child; the minister must know the 
homes of the community and their background. He can 
ge a long ways with his people if he knows their prob- 
lems, and can lead therm on Yo worthy endeavors; but 
let him exhibit a lack of understanding and out he goes, 
I knew one such man who feels that he failed in this high 
calling because he siaried on too bold a program before 
he knew his peop:e and their capacities. We can travel 
the leng read in peace with those who knew us and who 
understand our tendencies ond weaknesses. It is our 
business to understqnd. Happy is the man whose chil- 
dren say, “Dad understands us.” 

Elbert Hubbard is said to have walked into the room of 
his wife one day when she was confined to her ‘bed be- 
cause of a lingering illness. He silenily deposited by her 
bed a new saddie and ‘a bridle for her horse, and walked 
out without a word. He knew his wife loved horses and 
was fond of riding.
